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Summer has only begun while 
the World Alpine Cup Organis- 
ing Committee at tha Interna- 
tional Skiing Federation announ- 
ced the schedule ol the future 
winter season.

New York. Wc are well 
aware that genuine peace can 
be brought about only by the 
Joint efforts o] statesmen and 
peoples and that Is tho duty ol 
tbe church and religious orga- 
nizations to cducato believers 
in peace and to soak for ways 
of peace and of humanizing In- 
ternational relations, said Pat- 
riarch Plmen of Moscow and 
All-Russia speaking at tho Sec- 
ond Special UN General As- 
sembly Session on Disarmament 
here. 

In full recognition of my spi- 
ritual responsibility, I declare, 
Pimon went on, that the peoples 


of the Soviet Union, like, un 
doubled ly, all othei peoples, 
long for peace, that disarma- 
ment conlurms with the Inner- 
most aspirations ot our commu- 
nity foe lurtbei development of 
which Is only possible In con- 
ditions of peace. Our socialist 
state seek* peaceful friendly re- 
lations with alt countries fn the 
world and Is willing to meei 
any constructive proposal on 
foe limitation ol armaments and 
on disarmament We are fully 
Justified In expecting that tbe 
numerous proposals put for- 
ward by our side serving Ibis 
very purpose, be given a fail 
hearing.

Western Europe denounces American sanctions 


USA-EEC: NO AGREEMENT 


BiusioIb. Trade talks here be- 
tween US representative end 
members of the European com- 
munity have ended in Failure. 

As Is known, the American 
decision [o raise import duties on 
steel and several oihor products 
from Common Market countries 
has led to increased political and

economic tension between the 
United States end Its -West Qu- 
ropean partners. Tbe EEC 
■ounded Us sharp protest over 
the new discriminatory measures 
taken by America and demanded 
an Inquiry Into the matter by the 
appropriate bodies of the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariff and 
Trade (GATT). 


Brussels. In a statement pub- 
lished In Luxemburg the foreign 
ministers of ten EEC member 
nations have described as unac- 
ceptable for Western Europe 
the American president's deci- 
sion to bon the use ol units 
produced In their countries un- 
der American license In equip- 
ment exported to the Soviet 
Union. This move, taken with- 
out any consultation with the 
EEC, represents an extension ot 
American law to other coun- 
tries. in contradiction to the 
principles of international law. 
it Is pointed out in the state- 
ment. 

Paris. At a Council ot min-

SALT-3 talks, and the American 
side took note ol this warning. 

At the Vienna 1979 summit 
meeting announcements were 
made as to a rough balance of 
power, but now the new Amer- 
ican administration brands Ihe 
SALT-2 treaty as "Inequitable", 
though nothing has changed 
since. 

If the Soviet Union were to 
adopt ■ similar stratagem it might 
refer fo "destabilizing" factors 
like American superiority In the 
number ei submarine-carried mis- 
sile warheads or the US advan- 
tege In strategic aviation. The 
Soviet side, however, does not 
intend to raise these Issues be- 
lieving they were thoroughly 
discussed during the SALT-2 de- 
liberations. 

The Soviet side, therefore, will 
not go along with Washington's 
position, for accepting It would 
give the go-aheaa to upsetting 
the balance In American favour. 

Andrei Gromyko stressed .that 
until fairly recently ihe Soviet 
side had remained hopeful lhat 
Washington would eventually 
come round to explaining the 
real slate ol things fo the world. 
This, however, has not bean the 
case, and the USSR now consid- 
ers Itself duty bound to clarify 
the matter In public 

The already-mentioned Leslie 
H. Gelb noted: 

"There Is a suspicion in many 
quarters that the Reagan admin- 
istration might be framing ffs 
proposals fo 'provo' Russian In- 
transigence and Justify the Amer- 
ican bulld-up."

ULTRASOUND 
DISCOVERS FRACTURES 

This method Is based on the 
property of materials to emit 
characteristic sound wives un- 
der near-threshold stresses. It 
also depends on tbe sound wavos 
coming rrora a whole bone be- 
ing different from those from a 
damaged or a broken one. 

Tbe experimenters directed 
the ultrasonic signals towards 
the bone In the place of a sup- 
posed fracture, while an 
electronic instrument on tbe op- 
posite side of the bone: regis- 
tered these pulses. They then 
compared the ups and downs 
resulting from Ihe sounding of a 
whole end a fractured bone, 


[t turned out that tills 
acoustic method could bo used 
lo detect even nil mile fractures 
which cannot be spotted by 
X-rays. 

NEPTUNE HAS RINGS TOD 

At tho recent symposium of 
American astronomers tn Troy 
(New York), It was announced 
that the planet Neptuno bad 
been found to have rings. 

American scientists discovered 
two rings around Neptune after 
careful study of photos taken 
during observations of the 
planet made from a New Zea- 
land observatory, in i960. Ac- 
cording to the astronomers 
each ring is about 1,200 miles 
wide. So all four of the giant 
planets round tho Sun— Saturn, 
Jupiter, Uranus and Neptune — 
have rings. Final evidence In 
support of this theory Is ex- 
pected in seven years time — 
when fn August 1089, the Anter- 
lcan Voyager-2 apace station Is 
expected to enter the vicinity 
of Neptune.

TCHAIKOVSKY COMPETITION ENTERS SECOND ROUND 


The first elimination round among the young 
competitor from Uve continents who have en- 
tered for the Tchaikovsky Competition has en- 
ded. Only those who have scored nt least 18 
points ou a 2/5- point scale are eligible to compels 
in the second round. 

There are 31 "survivors" from 16 countries 
among the cellists, two of them from tills country. 

23 pianists — five of them Soviet— from 12 
countries will compete in the second rouud of 
the piano contest. 

As tor die violin Isis, 19 from 10 countries — 
two from the Soviet Union— continue in the race. 

The singers came last. 31 from 11 countries-— 
of whom 12 are from seven Soviet constituent re- 
publics— enici gad unscathed from the elimination 
round. 


An Important pad of Ilia second round Is 
devoted to the perfot mance of modern music, 
and to music from tho compel llors' own country 
m particular. This will allow audiences to 
expand their knowledge of 20lh-ccnlury music. 
There is also one compulsory item by a Soviet 
composer which has to be performed by each 
competitor. 

The Tchaikovsky Competition arouses much 
interest among music enthusiasts. And there it 
a record number of journalists — 417— from 
31 countries accredited at the press centre. 
While Soviet film-makers are shooting a full- 
length documentary on (he competition, Armand 
Hammer Productions from Ihe United Slates, in 
conjunction with USSR Clo a tele radio, arc work- 
ing on a major film of the same subject. 


BOOKS FOR MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING 


Tlio World Book Congress has 
ended in London. For 5 days 
representatives of R2 countries.
